Martin arrived in Winni- 
pegon Monday evening from British 
Columbia for a few weeks’ visit, and 
reports business throughout British 
Colunbia very brisk.

The purely fictitious ciun- 
panies have gone to the wall as a! 
matter of course, and other companies 
that had good claims have ceased 
operating because their capital, instead 
of being expended in deveioping the 
mine, was eaten up by the salaries of 
officisls. The result is that stocks 
cannot be sold, These dishonest 
speculators have ruined the share 
market. There is considerable outside 
sapital being invested, however, in the 
direct purchase of mines that have 
been opened, and of promising claims.

For The Government of 
The Yukon. 


Tt was for a time thought that the 
Dominion Government had failed to 
grasp the situation in the Yukon, and 
one Liberal paper went so far as to 
rebuke the Ministry for their apparent 
shortsightedness. But the remarks 
proved premature, as by the time they 


reached the public the Cabinet had met | 


and considered the question and agreed 
upon a vigorous line of action in order 
that the country may reap its due pro- 
fit of the enormous wealth deposited in 
that far off land. Such steps wi'l he 
taken as to preserve to Uanadians the 
business of that country and so far as 
poesihle keep its trade in our own hands. 
Mr. Sifton, who seems to be the mov- 
ing spirit in this watter, is to be con- 
gratulated upon the policy adopted, 
the particulars of which are briefly 
stated in thefollowing Ottawa despatch 
under date of July 27th :—-At « Cab- 
inet meeting held yesterday the policy 
of the Govert:ment was determined 
upon with regard tothe Yukon gold 
tields. The Mounted Police force there 
will be iucreased from 20 to 100. ‘TT. 
Fawcett will be continued as gold 
commissioner, and the regniations 
already adopted amended. A strong 
custo'ns and police post will be estab 
lished just north of there at the bound- 
ary beyond the head of Lynn canal at 
60 degrees of latitude. An estimate 
will be at once obtained of tbe cost of 
building a wagon road and of a narrow 
guage railway from the east of this 
place over the mountains, a distance 
of seventy or eighty miles, about forty 
of which is over mountains. This post 
which will be where the Chilcoot and 
White passes converge, will command 
the southern entrance the whole 
territory. Mounted police posts will 
be established froin here on at distances 
of from fifty miles apart up to Fort 
Selkirk. These will be used to open 
up 4 winter road over which two 
monthly mails will be sent by dog 
trains. If possible a telegraph line 
will be constructed over the mountains 
from the head of Lynn canal to the 
first post. The consent of the author 
ities of the United States will be asked 
in diplomaticcorrespondence to a modus 
vivendi, under which Canada will have | 
the right of way over disputed Terri | 
tory from Lynn canal to the first 
Mounted Police post. A royalty, not 
yet determined, will be exacted on all 
present clauns, but in’ regard to all 
future claims staked out in other 
streams or rivers, every alternate claim 
shall be the property of the Govern 
ment, and sha!l be reserved for public | 
purposes and sold or worked by the | 
Government for the benetit of the | 
revenue. The Government believe 
that the gold is the property of the 
people of the whole Dominion, and ; 
that this national wealth should 
administered for the people's henefit. 
The decision of Hon. Mr. Patterson 
to send officers of the customs to col 
lect duties on goods going into that! 
country was confirmed, and instructions 
have heen sent to the collector at 
Victoria to despatch two officers onthe | 
steamer Islander, which leaves on the | 
25th inst, one to Dyea and the other | 
to Lake Tagish, where they will estab 
lish stations of Her Majesty's customs 
and exact the higher general tariff on | 
all goods destined for the guid fields. |

The rapid increase of postal com- 
munication in recent years, and the 
snormous volume of business trans- 
acted through the mails, give unusual 
{mportance to the meeting of the-Uni- 
Postal Union, which is now 
meeting in Washington. About sixty- 
five countries and provinces, or all the 
organized governments save China,

represented in the Union, which meets 
it intervals of six years for the regu- 
lation of the international postal af- 
fairs of the countries embraced in it. 
The first step toward such regulation 
was made in the postal convention 
signed by the United States and Great 
sritain in 1848, followed, some years 
later, by a similar treaty between the 
| nited States and France; but the idea 
{ bringing together in conference the 
postal authorities of Europe and Am- 
»rica Was not conceived until the early 
sixties. At that time postal conven- 
ons existed between eight foreign 
sernments, but the results were far 
from satisfactory, owing to the differ- 
ng rates of methods and 
sites of transportation, and the con- 
juent expense and complication of 
vroun ts. The International Postal 
Congress of 1863, the first one calied, 
nluded representatives of fourteen 
untries, thus greatly extending the 
field of operations and simplifying the 
postal system; while at the congress 
it Berne, in 1874, the scheme of a uni- 
versal postal treaty took practical 
form, and international letter postage 
to five cents per half 
At the congress in Paris, in 
the organization assumed its pre- 
sent title, that of the Universal Postal 
' nion, the following congresses being 
‘14 at Libson, in 1885, and at Vienna, 
n 1891, latter representing 1,- 
40,000,000 people, including those of 
the entire western continent.

Drowning. Hanging and Sticking With

DEADLIEST OF ALL GUNS. 
Owned by England aie Able to Discharge 
1,000 Shuts in 123 Seconds. 


The English government is now ex- 
perimenting with a gun which will fire 
1,000 shots in 123 seconds. It is the 
deadliest of all the automatic man- 
slayers ever yet invented. As with all 
machine guns, the first shot must be 
fired by hand. After that the weapon 
will absorb cartridges and emit a chain 
of bullets as long as it is fed. Experi- 
ments made thus far show that on the 
occasion of a brief, sharp attack, the 
gun can actually be made to fire eleven 
shots in a single second. 

A very interesting feature of this new 
gun is that the explosive power re- 
sults from the use of cordite. The 
whole of this substance is expended in 
pressure, whereas black powder is only 
useful for pressure to the extent of 
fifty per cent. The experiments with 
cordite and with the gun referred to 
show conclusively that cordite is not 
affected by water, as is gunpowder, and 
will stand a great variation in tempera- 
ture.

IN THE CAMP OF THE TURK 


FEATURES OF THE WAR AS SEEN 
FROM THE TURKISH SIDE. 


A Beturned Correspondent Whe Thinks the 
War Was a Small AGair—Tarkey Setli 
Arming—Was 390,000 Scn at Command 
—A Meaace te All Eurepe- Ber Readi- 
mews ‘or Another War—Leeting by the 
Troups. 

The war correapondents are beginning 
to return to London. One sf them just 
arrived was on the Turkish side. Al- 
though he enjoyed the eccentricity of 
going to the war in a landau, the ve- 
hicle was seized by the Government fon 
an ambulanre. He deacribes the trip 
as the most interesting, bazardous, and 
uncomfortable in his varied experience. 
He says the truth concerning the Turk- 
ish part of the war will not be knows 
until the correspondents leave the coun- 
try. He adds: 

“The war was a small affair. If not 
an opera bouffe war, the Greeks have, 
at least, made it largely theatrical. The 
battles resulted in few prisoners, few- 
er wounded, and still fewer killed. If 
the Turks had permitted the correspon- 
dents to send the figurea, the trivial 
character of the war would long ago 
have been apparent. ‘ 

“The Greeks early lost all apirit, if 
they ever possessed any. They held 
magnificent defences at Milouna Passe 
and Velestino, and at the lattar place 
they actually repulsed the Turks, yet 
they abandoned their stronghold and 
also ran like rabbits from Pharsala. 

“The Turks had a walkover, yet they 
bungled the business from the start. 
Edhem Pasha is a tall, sare, nervous 
man. He gives the impression thet 
when he bungles he does so for a pur- 
pose. He might have cut off and bagged 
the main part of the Greek army at 
Pharsala, and long ago could have chas- 
ed the Greek army into Athens. Yet 
he rested a week or more between hat- 


tles, clearly for a purpose. My idea is 
that he made 
A SLOW CAMPAIGN 


in order to gain time to move a 
sal army into Greece. ; 

“The whole war has been used by Tur- 
key as a medium to assert a new post 
tion among the European nations. Long 
after it was apparent that the Greeks 
had no sand, Turkey continued to pour 
men into Macedonia and T*essaly. She 
added 60,000 troops after it was evident 
that her army could whip the Greeks 
hands down. To-day the whole route 


from Salonica to Dhomoko is blue with 
the enormous provession of reinforcee- 
ments that will number W0,000 men 
when ali reach the field. Two hundred 
thousand reserves are in readiness to 
proceed to the front. 

“This mobilization completely throws 
the war into the shade. It means Tur- 
key's readiness for a greater war. &t 
means her determinaiion to show the 
Christian powers that Turkey is no 
Hh willing to play the part of dunce 
in the European school. 

“Turkey has sewn little Greece suc 
cessfully defy the concert and wage war 
without permission, and she means to 
profit by the example. She feels hen 
— and strength, and imagines that 

er former docility was a grand mis- 
take. She means to hold every inch of 
Greek territory gained in the war, and 
intends to throw down the glove and 
challenge the powers to take it up. 

“This is the most serious situation 
Europe has seen in nearly thirty years.

Sultan dismisses his present advisers,

You will understand the above dim- 
ensions are of the largest trees, many 
of them are too near together to al- 
low a good growth. 

A great® part of this ground—a 
smooth meadow before planting—is now 
covered w.th dead leaves and few plants 
grow. Here the children plant wood 
violets, build ‘layhouses, and climb 
high after the run wild Delaware 
grapes, while sewing chairs and books 
show the liking of grown up women 
for the pleasant shade in summer af- 
ternoons. ‘The cucumber magnolia has 
bloomed and fruited more than once, 
the oaks prodw:e acorns, and the hick- 
ory has nuts, while the pines are bear- 
ing cones. There is a strong chorus 
of tree crickets, the scarlet gold of the 
autumn foliage, with the green of pines 
and balsams make a picture from the 
other side of the valley half a mile 
away. There is something to the good 
every day in th eyear. But the pro- 
tection ®iven in winter is specially 
pleasant. After being almost scalped 
by bitter winds inthe more open fields 
beyond, it is delightful to see how the 
gile moderates as you enter the grove, 
untu close to the house there is a 
little nook where the snowflakes fall 
almost in acalm. I set many stags’ 
horn sumacs at first, and this is a good 
thing to do, for they make rapid 
growth for a few years, and give pro- 
tection sooner than oaks and maples. 
But the sumac is a short-lived tree, 
crowded and overtopped by other 
trees. Most of the trees of iny first 
planting have died or have heen cut, 

heir almost resinous wood making nice 
kindling. A word as to pines, etc. 
When you transplant young trees from 
the woods and the loose dirt falls off 
their roots, leaving them naked, have 
some moist earth or sods, or wet leaves 
un your wagon, and heel them in in- 
stantly, remembering that, exposed to 
the air until dry, they are dead. Then 
when your load is at home, make the 
holes and get all ready before taking 
out the trees. Then cover the roots 
without @ moment’s delay. Care- 
fully dug and handled in this way, 
there is no difficulty in making ever 
evergreen live, whether planted in fall 
Winter or spring. To keep its roots 
from dying is good for any plant or 
tree, but some will endure it beter 
than the pines. 


SUMMER PRUNING. 


; if plants could be properly pruned 
in the summer, they would need but 
very little pruning in the winter time. 
In many tases they would need no 
pruning at all in the winter. All we 
have to remember is, that by pinching 
and cutting out very strong and un- 
desirable growths extra strength is 
given to the weaker ones. Every ob- 
server must have noticed that the 
strongest growth isalways atthe top 
of the plant. The lower branches are 
ilways the weakest ones. If we check 
this strong upper growth, the lower 
branches gain a strength which would 
otherwise go to the top. This is the 
great secret in trimming hedges. The 
general evil in the hedge is that, in 
the course of time, all the growth is 
at the top, while the lower portion 
of the hedge is naked, and thus it ceas- 
es to be a pleasure. If such a hedge 
bad been cut at the top early in the 
season, soon alter the young growth 
was made, the lower portion would be 
as thick as the upper. Nothing shows 
better the intelligent skili of the gard- 
ener than a hedge which has the lower 
branches just as densely thick and 
healthy as the wpper ones. 

In evergreens, grown as specimen 
trees on lawns, we find excellent illus- 
trations of this lack of pruning, with 
ali the strong branches at the top, and 
at the bottom avery few weak ones. 
ihe great beauty of evergreens con- 
sists in having a good healthy foliage 
to the groumd. ‘he nakedness refer- 
red to could bave easily Leen avoided 
by checking the strong growth at the 
ends of the branches.

PREVENTION AND REMEDIES. 


In the course of his excellent book 
on “Parasitic of Poultry,” Mr. Theo- 
bald writes as follows on the preven- 
tion and cure of lice on poultry: 

Just as in the prevention of fleas, 
80 in lice, cleanliness is one of the most 
powerful agents wecan employ. Floors. 
ceilings, nests, and perches should be 
well white-washed in the early spring. 
paraffin being added as mentioned be- 


have wandered off the birds. This wash 


should be sufficently liquid so as to 
run into every crevice. A’ second clean- 
ing should also be given again in the 
autumn. There is nothing that keeps 
birds free from lice so well as dust 
baths; these are natural remedies for 


der in which the bird can dust itself. 
The writer bas, after numerous 6K- 
periments, found that ordinary road 
dust, in which a few handfuls of sul- 
hur and lime are mixed, is as success- 
ful as anything. Sand mixed with a 
small quantity of creosote will also 
keep the birds free fron these noxious 
insects. The writer is also told that 
finely-powdered gypsum mixed with a 
small quantity a paraffin or carbolic 
is most successfully employed, quickly 
clearing oft any lingering pests that 
the birds cannot reach. : 
_Regarding the head and neck infesta- 
tion of chicks, there is nothing like 
dressing them, once or twice early in 
the season, with white precipitate. Tho 
very smallest quantity rubbed upon the 
skin with a gloved hand will suffice to 
destroy all tae lice that would eventu- 
ally stunt the chicks’ growth. It is well 
to give the caution that this is a 
strong, irritant poison, and needs great 
care in its use, especially upon very 
geome chicks. In the case of br 
ens it can be safely and most bene- 
ficially used; a small quantity of the 
ointment should be well rubbed into 
the feathers, at their base, around the 
anus, under the wings, and other places 
where lice congregate.

HERE AND THERE. 


For trifling indigestion, one of the 
best things to keep in the house is lime 
water. Put slaked limo into a wide 
mouthed bottle, to the depth of 4 or 
5 inches, and fill up with pure water— 
filtered or boiled and cooled. Water 
will only take up a certain amount of 
the lime, so there is no danger. Let 
it stand 24 hours. Then “shake” well 
3 or 4 times. Pour off the water and 
strain it through fine muslin. Bottie 
and cork tightly and keep in a cool 
place. Fill’up the first bottle again 
and again till all the lime is taken up. 

Children under ten should take a 
tablespoonful in eaoh quart of milk 
used in their regular diet. Older ones 
and adults can be guided by this in in- 
creasing the amount. ' 

Bermuda, or soutbern onions are the 
best for table use. They should be 
washed and well picked over. Then 
throw them into an abundance of well- 
salted boiling water. Boil without al- 
lowing to stop, three-quarters of an 
hour, except to change water. Be sure 
that the second water is boiling. When 
you ,feel eure the onions are done, 
change the water for cream sauce with 
plenty of salt and pepper. They should 
not stand even one minute before they 
are servea if they are to be thoroughly 
enjoyed in the eating. “All cooks 
agree in this opinion: there is no savory 
dish without an onion.”

TABLE DECORATION. 


Quiie the newest mode of arranging 
flowers on the dinner table is to do 
them in the shape of a fan. A large 
fan, decorated both sides alike, occu- 
pies the center of the table, with four 
smaller ones at each corner. They are 
very lovely when arranged with lil- 
ies of the valley and pink carnations, 
with a little maidenhair fern. The 
framework of the fan is made of wire, 
and is covered with moss, in which the 
flowers are easily placed. They can be 
purchased at most of the florists’. 
Scrolls of pink ribbon should be car- 
ried in undulating waves from the cen- 
ter to the corners of the table, having 
sprays of lilies scattered upon them 
at intervals. These fans will look beau- 
tiful by and by when arranged with 
pink and white sweet peas. 

A combination of pink and yellow will 
probably be the favorite colors of the 
coming season in table decorations; at 
any rate, it is very fashionable just 
now. The pretty birds’ nest baskets of 
last season are much in favor still. and 
when tastefully filled they are diffi- 


cult to surpass. These baskets are now 
made of ‘* loofah” instead of twigs; they 
have a fair-sized nest at the ttom, 


and a tree branch for the handle, at 
the top of which is perched another tiny 
nest. They require very few flowers 
to fill them, and with a little trailing 
green wound up the stem they. look 
very dainty, and are always sure to 
please. The number used for the table 
would vary according to its size and the 
space which can be allotted to the flow- 
era. Scrolls of ribbon or ribbon gauze 
may again be used to unite them to- 
gether if desired. 

For more homely occasions, primrose 
roots in bloom, just placed in the white 
china fern pots, covered with a little 
fresh moss, watered and placed in the 
sun to expand their buds, look very 
pretty on the table at night. Crocuses, 
too, can be treated in the same way; 
the light of the lamp will cause their 
cups to open as in the sunshine, and if 
the colors are well varied. blue, mauve, 
white and yellow, the effect is very 
spring-like irideed. Plenty of green, 
preferably trails of ivy, should be laid 
on the cloth to form a background for 
them. Cut tulips, or tulips on bulbs, 
can be used in little baskets or in china 
vases ; the double kinds are thea best, as 
when they open out with the heat of 
the room they do not look so strag- 
gling. The double pink or double 
orange tulips, when open. closely re- 
semble roses. The single yellow tulip, 
Yellow Prince, is a great favorite on 
account of its delicate scent, like a tea- 
scanted rose. Dutch hyacinths of var- 
ious colors are very plentiful. but uan- 
less used as growing pot plants they 
are too heavy to be arranged well in 
a cut state, and their overpowering 
scent also debars them from use as ta- 
ble flowers.

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WORK AMONG THE PARSEES. 


There is a thriving settlement for 
university women in India. One of the 
most active workers is Miss Mary 
Rachel Dobson, daughter of Austin 
Dobson, the poet. She, with a band of 
feiiow workers, has followed. the par- 
sees to the hills during the plague, 
though the headquarters of the set- 
tlement is Bombay. 

In an issue of a paper published in 
the interest of the Settlement one of 
the workers wrote: 

“This city, which in size ranks second 
only to London among the towns of 
the British empire, would, we believe, 
afford the greatest scope for work of 
this kind. Besides a large Mohamme- 
dan and Hindu population, it contains 
a colony of 69,000 Parsees. This influ- 
ential and enlightened race has as yet 
been almost untouched by missionary 
effort; Western missionaries may lead 
the way, but the true reformers of In- 
dia must eventually be natives fully 
consecrated and highly qualified. It is 
as a training schooi for such that this 
Settlement is to find its highest mis- 
sion. For women’s work among them 
there is a distinct crane: 
see ladies are free from Mohammedan 
and Hindu restrictions; education with 
them, though vartiai. is universal. and 
they are eager for Weatern culture and 
intercourse with English women. The 
missionaries of western India are un- 
animous in declaring, on the one hand, 
that there is urgent need among them 
for missionary extension on educational 


lines; on the other, that women witb | 


university education, and these alone 
can engage in this work with hope of 


success. 

“It is hoped that this scheme may 
develop in more than one direction. In 
the districts of Nasik and Malegaon, 
about 100 miles from Bombay, there is 

ressing need for lady doctors among 
F'000,003 mative wotnen, who are al- 
most entirely without medical aid. 
There it is hoped to establish a medi- 
cal branch of the Settlement as soon 
as two fully qualified lady doctors offer 
for the work.

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ON BUTTER MAKING. 


ome Use fal Mints to Makers aud Parchas 
ers of This Staple Article. 


= A firm of provision dealers, of To- 
Fronto, have issued their seventh an- 
Qual butter circular in which they say; 

The bad and the good grades of but- 
ter are often bought without discrim- 
ination, and then all are mixed to 
ether and allowed to stand on tables 
or dumped into boxes, and there to re 
main possibly for weeks before finally 
packed in tubs. The cellars and other 
rooms in which butter is stored are 
often contaminated by foul odors, and 
where these conditions exist it is im- 
possible to have good results. We sug- 
gest the following methods, which, if 
adhered to, we think will help to ma- 
terially improve the quality of butter 
handied by merchants: 

First—Prepare a special room in the 
cellar in which only butter is‘stored 
the room if possible should be chilled 
with ice. This room should be thor- 
oughly whitewashed once or twice dur- 
ing the season; it is best to add to 
the whitewash a small quantity of com- 
mon salt. The salt will assist in mak- 
ing the whitewash adhere to tbe walls 
or partitions better than if the lime 
is used alone in the water. 

Second—When received care sheuld 
be takem to class tibe butter according 
to grades in color and quality. Tus 
will save time in the packing process. 
The butter should be packed every day, 
In order to get a uniform color in each 
tub, the butter mny be worked on any 
of the ordinary table mixtures; but 
in mo case should the hands be used tor 
this purpose. Nome but experienced 
persons baving good judgment should 
be allowed to do the mixing. Care 
should be taken that the butter is not 
overworked, as in this way the grain 
is often destroyed. : 

Third—The person who is working 
the butter should have, by bis) hand, 
ordinary pickle, which may be made by 
using three pounds of salt, two ounces 
of saltpetre and one gallon of water: 
A small portion of this should be sprin4 
kled over the butter from time to timd 
ag it ismixed. This will serve the pure 
pose of washing the butter and freeing 
it from any buttermilk that may re 
main in the product. 

Sixth—Butter should be well pack- 
ed inio the tub by means of a hardwood 
masher. In filling leave about half 
an inch space at the top of each tuts so 
that a paste of fine salt may be ap 
plied, after coveri the butter with 
a bleached cotton cloth. 

Seventh—Market without delay. as 
butter will not keep fresb in ordinary 
cellars for any length of time dur- 
ing the summer months. 

Pourih—The 56-pound dlovetiailed 
square box, the inside of which should 
be paraffined and lined with the best 
quality of parchment paper, is the pro 
per ‘kage {pr butter imtended for 
the British market. We do not, hew 
ever, favor this package for the loal 
trade, and as the majority of this cluss 
of butter is used locally, the ordinary 
50 or 60-pound tub is usually prefer- 
able. Any ofthe ordinary woods, such 
as white ash or white wood, will 
serve the purpose. 

Fifth—Tubs should be soaked = at 
least twelve hours before packing and 
then rinsed out with astrong sxlt 
pickle, after which a small quantity 
of fine salt may be rubbed over the 
sides of the tub. If the tubs are par- 
affined they are preferable and do not 
require to be soaked.

A FINE FUNERAL. 


This wish can be readily gratified, 
thanks to the existence of many temet- 
kesezi-tarsulatok, or so-called burial 
associations. 

These are societies of mutual help, 
the members of which pay from ane to 
five florins as dues, being guaranteed 
therefore a sum ranging from one 
hundred to five hundred florins during 
illness, es weit as medical aid in case of 
sickness and indemnity in case of acci- 
dent. When a member dies, his heirs 
or representatives receive the amount 
for which he is insured and which is 
intended to be spent on ‘his funeral. 

Now, thp president of one of these 


societies noticed {n the autumn of 1895 
t a very large number of in- 
sured persons were dying suddenly. 


persons were in the best of health 
hefore they were struck down and 
that they all died under the same con- 
ditions and manifesting the same symp- 
toms. 

He suspected foul play and told his 
suspicions to the Prefect of Police.

furnished by the midwife, Maria Szalai- 
ager.

HIS RICHEST POSSESSION. 

Recent reports from Constantinople 
have more than .binted that a holy war 
is brewing, and that the sacred edict 


haps before this reaches the eyes of 
readers the edict will be announced and 
the green banner unfurled. Should that 
calamity happen the world will be treat- 
ed to a spectacle unsurpassed in bar- 
barism even by the wars of the cru- 


sades, It will be the final effort of 
Islam to exterminate Christian Eur- 
ope. 


The green banner has been unfurl- 
ed several times in'the past dozen cen- 
turies, and with each loosening of the 
wild fury of its followers death reap- 
ed a rich harvest. In the Turko-Rus- 
sian war Abdul Hamid twice threat- 
ened to announce a holy war, but was 
prevented by Great Britain’s counter 
threat of hurling combined Europe at 
the Ottoman Empire and obliterating 
it. 

IN THE TURKOGREEK WAR 
Of 1821 a“ holy war,” was preached 
against the Greeks, the silken banner 
was brought forth, and for the next 
few years Europe had an opportunity 
to view the power of this emblem of 
massacre and bloodshed. Thousands of 
helpless men were put to the sword, 
women and children carried into slav- 
ery and villages and cities burned. Mo- 
hammed’s doctrine was obeyed liter- 
ally. SSE Re 
In 1843 a holy war was instigated 
against the Nestorian, or Chalean Chris- 
tians of Kurdestan, and in a_ few 
months 10,000 men were massacred and 
three times that number of women and 
children carried off as prizes by the 
blood-crazed Turks. Bedr Khan Bey, 
chief of the Moslem Kurds of that re- 
rion, led the forces of the holy war, 
and made a conspicuous place for him- 
self in the history, of the vilest mons- 
ters of the world. : 

In one village the people of Ashita 
took refuge on a lofty platform rock, 
where they defended themselves against 
thousands of assailants. After three 
days fighting, when they were face to 
face with starvation, a capitulation was 
arranged. Bedr Khan swearing on the 
Koran to spare their lives if they would 
give up their arms. ; 

The villagers agreed, but when their 
arms had been delivered, the Kurds 
swarmed up the rock and 

THE MASSACRE BEGAN. 

The place soon became so slippery 
from the constant spilling of blood 
that Bedr Khan ordered that the oth- 
ers be thrown into the river Zab, flow- 
ing hundreds of feet below. Not even 
the youngest child was spared in this | 
'slaughter, the young and the old meet- 
ing the same fate. ‘

were: 11,000 Christians massacred, 100,-

| Christian property destroyed. This was 
the last time the green banner was un- 
furled. 

The green banner formed one of the 
curtains of the bed on which Moham- 
med died. His chief wife, Ayesha, re- 
moved it from the bed, and, giving it 
to his successor, Omar, the first of the 
Caliphs, bade him carry it in the front 
of the army; that wherever it was 
borne conquest was assured. Upon it 
is embroidered the words ‘‘Nasroom 
min Allah,” meaning “Our Help is in 
God.”

Speaking of the projected trans-Pa- 
cific cable scheme, a writer in the Em- 
pire, London, says:— 

Although Britain isinconstant touch 
with all her colonies, the majority of 
the latter possess no means of inter- 
communication by telegraph direct. Our 
West Indian Islands are not connected 
direct with Canada; Canada cannot 
communicate direct with Australia; 
Australia has no direct cable communi- 
cation with our growimg South Afri- 
can Empire. Costiy circuitous routes 
have to be adopted for coionial inter- 
communication. 

To-day this causes loss and much 
vexatious delay; it may, later on, con- 
| Stituite a grave danger, seeing that 
‘some of the existing cables necessar- 
ily land on foreign, and possibly hos- 
; tile shores. Manifestly, the necessity 
| has arisenfor anew set of nerves for 
the British Empire, and the Pacific cab- 

le should form an important link in 
that chain of ail British communication, 
which must soon become the indispen- 
sable complement of our Colonial Em- 
pire. 


NO TIME TO BE LOST. 

There is no time to be lost, for 
active, ambitious rovais are in the fied. 
Efforts are being made by the Am- 
ericans to establish a cabie between 
the United States and the far east 
‘and Australia. ‘This project has the 
approval of the American Govern- 
ment, which has already organized ex- 
peditions for taking soundings along 
the cable route. : ; 

But perhape our most formidable riv- 
al is the Campagnie Francaise des Cab- 
les Telegraphiques, which enjoys the 
financial support of the French Gov- 
ernment, anxious to extend Gallic in- 
fluence in the Pacific. French statesmen 
have long regarded with an envious 
eye that admirable system of univer- 
sal cable communication which stands 
forth today as a characteristic mani- 
festation of British pluck and enter- 
prise.
